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Prayer Giants 

Based on his research on dynamic Catholic families, Matthew Kelly says all great 
families have a giant of prayer. "These prayerful giants pray constantly for their 
families, surrounding them with God's protection. ... A prayerful giant is a 
person who covers their family with prayer, anchoring the family in God's grace" 
(p. 64, The Four Signs of a Dynamic Catholic). 

Is there a prayer giant in your family? Someone who was the go-to-person for 
prayer? Families need prayer giants .... so do parishes and nations. As we begin 
a new year of faith formation, the first order of business is prayer. Great programs 
are not the secret to success. Rather, prayer is the most essential component for 
great families and great parishes. 

Parents do their best work if every day they devote even a few minutes to 
praying for their family. Think of how much you love your children. You bring 
them to church because you want them to share the Life that flows from Christ. 
Does your love for them translate into daily prayer for them? 

Everyone is responsible for passing on the faith. Not everyone can be a catechist, 
but everyone can pray for our catechists, students and adults in faith formation. 

By the way, we still need 2-3 catechists this year. So please pray that generous 
people will step up. Below is a guide for prayer from The Four Signs of a Dynamic 
Catholic by Matthew Kelly. 

The Prayer Process 

1. Gratitude: Begin by thanking God in a personal dialogue for whatever you are 
most grateful for today. 

2. Awareness: Ask the Holy Spirit for the grace to see your life as God sees you. 
Review the past 24 hours when you were and were not the-best-version-of 
yourself. Talk to God about what you learned from these situations. 

3. Significant Moment: Identify one thing you experienced today where God was 
trying to speak to you. 

4. Forgiveness & Peace: Ask God to forgive you for any wrong you have 
committed and to fill you with a deep and abiding peace. 

5. Freedom: Speak with God about how he is inviting you to change your life, so 
that you can experience the freedom to be the-best-version-of-yourself in God's 
eyes. 

6. Others: Lift up to God anyone you feel called to pray for today. Ask God to 
bless them. 

7. Finish by praying the Our Father. 

Each step should stimulate conversation with God. At first, you may want to start 
with just 1 min. per day, then add a minute each week until you reach ten. In that 
case, don't race through all seven steps. Just use the first step. Gratitude. Speak to 
God about everyone and everything you are grateful for, then close with an Our 
Father. As you expand your time, add one step at a time to your daily prayer.
